It Wiis tlio socond wcok in Octo- 
ber Inst, 1111(1 I luul just returned 
from IV delijijiilfiil Continental cain- 
jmign, wlion urgent family matters 
iiecoH.sitato(l my immofliiUe presence 
in Ireland.

There is great complaint in Swit 
zerland about the iiiadeiinaey of the 
salaries paid lo [)ublic school teachers. 
Tho number of teachers employed in 
the Swiss cantons is about ft.SOt), and 
thoir average compensation is 1280 a 
year. In the Valois tho rate is not 
over $8."> — tho lowest paid. In somo 
of tho primitive cantons teachers are 
provided with fuel and lodgings, and 
from May to September, when the 
children «rc watching the cattle on 
tho A-lps. they earn a little money in 
other ways; but oven with ail these 
helps miiuy tesichers Uio wiotchedly 
poor; they live in miserable iiovels, 
cat tho coarsest food, and if they have 
families can hardly keep body und 
soul together. In those circumstun- 
cos it IS lu) wonder that the peda- 
gogue profession is becoming unpopu- 
lar in Switzerland, and unless somo 
thing be speedily done to improve the 
position of teachers there will soon 
be none to be had. Of all tho pro 
fessions in thoconfedoriUion, teaching 
is tho worst paid, and nono aro well 
paid.

In early life Dr. Ward saw the 
possibilities of wealth that wore locked 
np in the Michigan forests, and invest 
ed oyer" dollar be could spare in jiine 
lands. 'He now owns 2,'2O0.0tX),00O 
feet of standing pine mi Michigan and 
Wisconsin, fully three fifths of it being 
the cork variety and the remainder 
mostly bull sap. It is said that all 
told he does not own 7,000,000 feet of 
Norway. Ask any lumberman who is 
acquainted with the Michigan pineries 
who owns the choice pine of that 
state, and he will answer Dr. Ward. 
On the bead waters of the Manistee 
he has rich possessions of cork pine. 

For much of his saj) and bull sap 
pine ho has been offered $5 per thou 
sand, and from $6 to $8 per thousand 
for his cork. Without doubt his 
Michigan and Wisconsin pine is worth 
at current prices, $15,000,000. This, 
however, by no means measures the 
extent of his possessions. He owns 
valuable hard wood and mining lauds, 
which, we believe, will swell the .above 
amount to $25,000,000. Not one cent 
of this coloBs.al fortune has been 
obtaine*! in the wbirpool of destructive 
speculation. The possessor of it has 
been content to wait year after year 
at\d work as steadily as the mechanic 
do*B who earns his daily broad. To- 



A correspondent of the Xews and 
Courier, in a letter published to day, 
points out some of the evil consequen- 
ces of tho intermarriage of near rela- 
tives. To what ho so forcibly says we 
add that it is admitted by physiologists 
that the most obvious and incontestable 
of the antcmatul causes of congenital 
deafness are tho consanguinity of pa- 
rents and berodifury transmission. 

Dr. Bomiss, of Louisville, Ky., on in- 
vestigating 83;^ consanguineous mar- 
riages, found that, of tho 3,942 off- 
spring, 1,135 were defective, of whom 
145 were deaf and dumb. He estiinat- 
e<l that ten per cent, of tho deaf and 
dumb in tho United States spran? 
frcun kindred parents. Dr. Buxton, of 
Liverpool, found the same percentage 
in Great Britain, and met with as 
many as eight deaf children from such 
a union. "The prevalence of deafness 
as well as idiocy in mountainous dis- 
tricts, as in S wit Borland, must be part- 
ly due to tho intermarriages in a se- 
cluded and stationary population. The 
intermarriage of near relatives is one 
of the powerful causes of congenit.al 
Idiocy. 

There will bo but little dissent from 
the opinion that the intermarriage of 
persons as nearly related to each other 
as firsj. cousins is injurious to the off- 
spring and to their descendants. It 
is rbasonablo to believe that when the 
dangers are known more generally, 
the number of such marriages will 
diminish. In Virginia there is a strong 
fooling against the marriage of first 
cousins, and sueb unions are compar- 
atively rare, or used to be. Little de 
pendence in general can be placed in 
the dread of possible perils in the fvi- 
ture when young people are desperate- 
ly in love with each other. The ter- 
rible results l>eing known, should the 
marriage of near relatives bo prohibit- 
ed by lawT Is it wiso and practiablel 
Wo should like to have the opinions 
of thoughtful readers op the subject. — 
Clinrh'stoH News and Courier. 



Tho keeper of the lighthouse at At- 
lantic City says of tlio setni-annual 
migivition of birds : " They follow 
tho coast all tho way up or down in 
their flights.

If carried along by 
a heavy wind, they dash against tho 
big plate glass window surrounding 
the lens, and drop to tho ground dead. 
The objectionable feature of tho affair 
is thai thoy spatter blood all over the 
glass. To prevent them from strik- 
ing tho gliiss, the keeper has construct- 
ed a wiro netting on the north and 
south sides. Not long ago a large 
black duck, which was sailing along 
in a heavy storm, collided with the 
netting with such force as to cause a 
dent six iiicTios square. Ho was a 
very dead duck when ho reached tho 
ground. When it is clear, any num- 
ber of small birds hover around the 
light all night. After resting 
on the railing surrounding the 
light thoy fly off into tho darkness, 
but soon return again. Of various 
kinds of fly-catchers he h;vs captured 
about 500, besides 30 or 40 thistle 
birds, five cuckoos, ducks, red-hoadod 
woodpeckers, reed and rail birds, gulls 
and snipe. One largo specimen of 
the latter landed so violently against 
(ho iron netting that ho plunged 
through one of the moshos and 
stripi>ed himself of all his feathers as 
far back as tho shoulders. Tho keep- 
er supplies his table constantly with 
birds caught or killed in this way.

seventy five deaf mutes [nesent, and 
we blush when wo have to say that 
the fair ones outnumbered our boys 
nearly two to one. Anyhow, great 
interest was manifested by all in what 
Rev. Mr. Mann said. He gave a lecture 
>n the evening in the chapel of the 
church, which was well attended, 
though the elements outside were 
anything but favorable. 

W(! append the following, clipped 
from last week's I'ont Dinjiatch, which 
will probably interest at least a few of 
ute Journal readers. In the robbery 
case the deaf-mute witness mentioned, 
is Albert Kohlmetz, who was held up 
by four footpads last October, and 
robbed of eighteen dollars, only one 
of the robbers — Pat Rocket — has 
ever been cailght. 

On a (!harg(! of trespassing, JamoM 
Walters was arraigned in the First 
District Police Court to-day. When 
the charge was read and his plea 
asked, he replied in a clear voice with- 
out the slightest impediment, " I am 
not guilty." The city's witnesses 
took the stand and told the following 
story : Three months ago the de 
fendant applied at Freund Brothers' 
Uakery, No. 909 Soulard Street, and 
l)y signs indicated that he was deaf 
and dumb. The proprietors took 
compassion on the supposed unfor- 
tunate and gave him employment and a 
place to sleep in the building. Some 
lime later small articles were missed 
and the mute fell under suspicion. 
Before his face they discussed traps 
for catching him, but it is unnecessary 
to say that all these failed. One day he 
heard himself denounced as a thief, 
and, looking on unmoved, he made it 
app<!ar that he guessed the nature of 
the talk and wrote on a piece of 
paper, "I will whip you to-night." 
True to his promise, he attacked the 
clerk thfat night and for this he was dis- 
chirged. It wa* still thought that he 
was both deaf and dumb, but when 
leaving the shop he called back, " well, 
good bye, see you all again," much to 
the surprise of his former fellow 
workmen. Last night ho returned, 
and not finding any one about, he 
enterod tbe sleeping room. He was 
dis<!overed, and held in cU8to<ly 
until the arrival of the officers, when 
he was taken to the Second District 
Police Station. All the employes at 
the bakery testified that during the 
three months that he was em[)loyed 
in the shop he never spoke a word or 
betrayed the slightest evidence that 
he was gifted with either of the 
senses which he protended he had 
lost. " We often talked abont him 
in his preseuce," said one of the 
bakers, "but he never replied, no 
matter what we said, and everybody 
thought that he was really deaf and 
dumb." When Walters was asked 
why he pretended to have lost his 
speech, he said he could not get work 
when he wanted it, and by affecting to 
be dumb he had no difficultv in excit- 
ing pity and procuring work. 

"Did you speak during that time?" 
"No, only to myself once in a 
while. I used to want to hear myself 
talk once in a while, so I'd put my 
two hands to my mouth and ears and 
whisper something to myself, just to 
see if I could talk. Sometimes I 
think I had really lost my speech." 
On hearing the case and the 
evidence of Walters' dishonesty, 
Judge Cody fined him $100 and gave 
him until 6 p.m., to leave town, 
whi(ih the defendant agreed to do. 
In the Criminal (/'ourt a deaf and 
dumb man figured as a prosecutor in 
the case of Patrick Kockcst, who is 
charged with robbery in the first 
degree. The testimony was present- 
ed U) the jury through Mr. Mo- 
Namara, who interpreted the signs 
the defendant made in answers to tlie 
questions put by the sign manual 
system. 

After hearing the evidence, the case 
was Hiibmittod to the jury, who, after 
a short consultation returned and 
announced that they fouad Rocket 
guilty as charged, and fixed the 
penalty for his crime at ten years in 
the penitentary. The severe punish- 
ment the (/ew/fewmw/// Mr. I^)ckot re- 
ceived will probably deter the foot- 
pads from holding up any more deaf- 
mutes. 

Mr. McNamara, the lawyer who 
presented the case fi<r Albert Kohl- 
metz, is a brother of E. J. McNamara, 
one of our promising mutes. Mr. 
McNamara is young and talented, 
and that he may be successful in his 
profession is the earnest wish of our- 
selves and many other deaf-mutes. 
Mr. .]. \l. .McFarland, of (^larksvillo. 
Mo., took in the city for a few dayf, 
and used his spare time in looking up 
his many friends, among whom we are 
proud to count ourself. Sunday after- 
noon he visited the Carondelet in com- 
pany with W. F. Campbell and wife, 
and they report having a ".lumbo" 
time. Mr. \lcFarland will leave for 
borne Tuesday, to come again as soon 
as his business permits. 



There was a merry company of 
deaf mutes at the residence of W. P]. 
GuBs to-night, and every one present 
enjoyed themselves thoroughly, as the 
genial host and his wife lefi nothing 
undone for the comfort of all j)io8enl. 
Telling stories, at which Mr. McFar- 
land was the " boss, " was the principal 
amusement, and after demoli.shing the 
good things set before them the mutes 
dispersed with good will towards every 
one and Mr. Guss and his wifi; in par- 
ticular.

MOOOy ADAMS. 

At Pino Island, in Newbury, in the 
house where he was born and had 
lived for '.*2 years and eight months, 
died very suddenly, without illness, 
Moody Adams, a deaf mute, and a man 
of remarkable character. Ho was one 
who would never give in to man or fate, 
but had implicit coniidonce in his own 
powers. If ho had had the gift of 
speech, he might have been such an 
one as old John Brown, but his infir- 
mity of hearing made him a "muto, 
inglorious" character of the same typo. 
He was one of a largo family of sons 
and daughters of tho late Daniel 
Adams, all of whom lived to maturity 
and most to old ago, and yot, since his 
death but one of tlie descendants is liv- 
ing, Mrs. Jowett, who is upwards of 
ninety years old, and when she pass(>s 
away, not one of tho family will remain. 
They were people of tho good, old 
Puritan stock, sturdy as tho rooks in 
the pastur<!S, and honest as the New 
England sunshine. Moody Adams 
was known in Newbury as well as any 
man within its limits, and though he 
could not speak for himself, ho made 
his character felt by actions which 
speak louder than words." 

Tho first time wo saw this strange 
character was when ho was past seven 
ty years of ago— »largo, grand looking in 
his person with a massive head, every 
lino in his features bespoke firmness 
of character and nobility of bearing 
Spending one day at his homo on the 
island, and while conversing with his 
relatives and friends, ho sat all tho 
time, silent with an expression bor 
dering upon intense sadness, when 
all of a sudden, he broke out in 
his crude eloquence and said in 
signs. " You read and write, 
but not I," then setting back, into an 
agonized look of sorrow. Whatever 
might havo been his drawbacks, 
though by no fault of his own, at that 
momemt, ho prosontod a picture to 
our mind — " the old man eloquent." 
Though it might be said he was 
"mute, inglorious," yet his life is not 
without good and humane deeds, for 
during his ninety two years he saved 
some twenty lives from drowning, 
whose ages ranged from ten to twen- 
ty five, and ono lady gave tho number, 
so rescued as fourteen or fifteen. 
These heroic acts of humanity won 
him a distinction in the portals of 
fame among Lis followmon that very 
few of us, with all our advantages of 
education, can ever bopio io reach the 
same. As a substantial recognition of 
his noble services, his townsmen pro 
sented him a silver mug lined inside 
with gold. 

In liis best days, he was a regular 
church goer, and Ihero he would main- 
tain a reverential air, and by his sjiiril 
and all outward deportment, becoming 
in every walk of life, it would seem 
that ho had formed some iilea of tho 
Supreme Being that reigned above.

Tlie trustees of tho Indiana Deaf 
and Dumb asylum have filed their 
fortieth annual report with Governor 
Porter. The report shows that of a 
total revenue of $61,884,04 there re- 
mains a balance of $2,117.04, which 
has been turned into the general fund. 
The expenditure for maintenance 
during the fiscal year amounted to 
$56,871.93; repairs and buildings, 
$2,895.07. The superintendent reports 
that there weie 377 pupils admitted 
during the year, 202 of whom were mal- 
es and 175 females. At the close of the 
term in Juno last, forty-two were dis 
missed two have since died, and there 
are 333 still in the institution. Sixty aj)- 
plications have boon refused for want of 
room to accommodate orty additional 
pupils. The report reccommends tho 
construction of new buildings; tho in- 
dustrial department being too limited 
in its facilities, and the sunerintondent 
regards the iritix)duoti<r'. vH -lew brauoh- 
08 as one of the needs of the institution. 
The applications of 136 children for 
admission into tho institution since 
1877 show that only thirteen of the 
number were born deaf, and tho con- 
clusion is therefore reached that 
deafness is rather duo to disease than 
to hereditary causes.

SABli«. 
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(From our Washington Oorrexpondent.) 

" The Life and Religion of Mahomet " 
formed the subject of the third Facul- 
ty course of lectures, delivered by 
Prof. Ilotchkiss on Frid.ay night. The 
discourse was an analysis of the reli 
gion and character of this great re- 
former — ^for Mahomet was a reformer, 
as much so in his ways as Gautama of 
India or Luther of Germony, and 
was animated by as great a zeal, and 
by as indomitable a spirit. He was 
born at Mecca in 570, in a barren, 
mountainous desert amid surroundings 
and circumstances calculated to sup- 
press all but the more rugged quali- 
ties of character, and to leave no room 
for that poetical temperament we af- 
terwards notice in the Koran. His 
early life was checkered and unsettled 
enougly An orphan at tho ago of six 
he was, left dependent on the charily 
of indifferent relatives, and for the 
noxt twenty years was as poor a camel 
driver as any of his kind. Still his 
father had been governor, or chief of 
Mecca, and tho son naturally desired 
to tread in his father's steps, and what 
ho could not get at Mecca, he miglit 
find elsewhere. Visions of religious 
conquest, and of a temporal Empire 
began to fill his mind, and he set 
.about to procure realization of his 
dreams in a very characteristic way. 
He knew as well as any demagogue of 
to day tliat money is ono of tho main 
.avenues to power, and accordingly 
in hie twenty-fifth year, we find him 
married to Kadegha, a woman fifteen 
years his senior, but still the owner of 
those rich caravans by means of which 
Mahomet hoped to ride on to fortune. 
His natural talents soon increased tho 
advantage thus won, and we soon find 
him a man of authority among the 
Meccans. 

When ho was thirty-five years old, 
he first began to seek the seclusions of 
his historic cave, and there given to re- 
ligious musings ho "saw visions and 
dreaiuod dreams, " writing them down 
in his Ivoran. Five years later he 
came forth from his solitude, and pro- 
claiming his mission, his ardent en- 
thusiasm and sincoro faith in his doc 
trines soon made a host of proselytes, 
but also many opi)oneiits, whose open 
violence finally compelled him to tin- 
dortake that journey to Medina — the 
famous flight of tho Hegira, from 
which the Mahometans date their 
chronology. At Jledina he fii-st pro- 
cl.aimed and carried out his doctrine 
of conversion by the sword, beginning 
his proselyting measures with attacks 
on small cnrav.ans, mv\ gradually in- 
ci-easing the extent of his campaigns 
ho was so successful that at tho end 
of twelve years all Arabia acknowledg- 
ed him as its prophet, and abandoned 
idol worship for the Islam. As a 
man he was well fitted for his station, 
possessed of a vigorous and powerful 
mind, great eloquence and fluency of 
speech, and tho most intrepid daring, 
while his private character was noble 
and elevated. 

His religion is a singular mixture of 
Judaism, Christianity, and the old 
national religion of his people. He 
believed in ono God only, discarding 
tho idea of tho Trinity ; that he was 
Allah's prophet ; that Christ was his 
forerunner and would ultiiiiatoly aid 
in tho final establishment oft ho Islam ; 
that the only perfect women were 
Asiah tho wife of Pharaoh, his wife 
Kadegha, and his daughter Fatima. 
Of Christ and his teachings, he ex- 
pressed the profoundost respect, and 
taught that next to Allah came Clirist, 
and next to Christ ho himself. Against 
the Jews he evinced a desperate hostili- 
ty, springing from their rejection of 
his attempts to convert them. He 
would not work any miracles, he said, 
because Allah had given him no oom- 
mision to perform tiiein. 

The influenco exerted by his reforms 
cannot be exaggerated. I lo redeemed 
dogeiierato Arabia, and to the empire 
ho founded wo owe the preservation of 
the arts and sciences — .istronomy, 
chemistry, mathematics, etc., which 
would otherwise havo been lost in the 
general decay and gloom of the dark 
ages. Moreover, the man himself was 
sincere in his belief, and dosorves our 
respect, for, contrary to common 
opinion, ho was ds ardent a bflieverin 
his creed as the most devout of his 
followers. Ho was not, as many claim, 
a conscious impostor. 

The lecture was delivered in the 
Professor's enterlaiuing and juM-spicu- 
ous style, and was heartily applauded. 
Tho brief wo have given, will convey a 
f.aint idea of its interesting character. 
kenpalluna.

Think how yon would feel to have only a little 
rice to eat, a mat to sleep upon, no fire in tho 
cold winter, without warm clothing:, no kind, 
sympathizing friends, no pleasant, patient teach- 
ers, no intellioihle way of making your wants 
known, and, above all. no knowledge of a Heav- 
enly Father and of a precious Saviour. If von 
can thus rightly thnik of these privations, surely 
yon can blo.^s Ood that he has made you deaf, 
dumb and blind, rather than that the Qospel's 
sound should never have reached yon !

Last Wednesday, in company with 
a party of friends, I visited the " Con- 
necticut Retreat for the Insane, " at 
South Farms. It is an immense affair, 
covering about 200 acres of ground. 
There are two very large buildings, 
one for curables and one for chronic 
patients. The interior reminds pne of 
an immense hotel, rather than of an 
Insane Asylum. There are about 
940 patients in all, and none of them 
are deaf mutes. In the time it has 
existed, only one has been a deaf-mute 
— this I should think is creditable to 
the deaf. The wards are each provid 
ed with a piano. Many of the rooms 
are handsomely decorated — the furni- 
ture is like that found in any house, 
and the dining-rooms are just the 
same as hotel dining rooms. A large 
billiard room, a bowling alloy, several 
reading njoms, etc., furnish plenty of 
diversion for the male inmates. 
A ytivy pretty chapel is located in the 
conU^r of the main building — a sur- 
prise awaited us on the top floor — 
when we reached it, imagine our sur- 
prise on finding a minature theatre — 
the stage of which was larger than 
that at Lyric Hall in New York— it 
was furnished with complete stage 
settings, including scenery, dressing- 
rooms, etc. After inspecting the un 
derground tunnel and railway, the 
kitchen, laundrv and engine-room, we 
drove back to Middlet.own with feel- 
ings of conmingled pity for the poor 
inmates, who from some reason or 
other are doomed to spend their lives 
with their seat it^ reason dethroned, 
and afl miration for the fine and com- 
fortable surroundings which they en- 
joy, is f. testimonial to the munificent 
•State of Connecticut. I ommitted to 
state that the engine was the largest I 
had ever seen, with the exception of 
the Corliss Engine that was on ex- 
hibition at the Centfiiinial. 

I dined at the residence of Mr. and 
Mrs. John W. Pratt last Sunday, and 
found them amid delightful surround- 
ings. It will be remembered that 
this couple lost all their wedding pre 
sents, and clothing on the "Granite 
State, " the steamer that sank and 
burned at Goodspeed's Landing just 
below here. .Mr. Pratt is a skilled 
mechanic, -and has for years past been 
engaged in the manufa<;luro of tools 
of fine grades. H" i" now at work on 
a patent burglar alarm, of which his 
father, who is now recui>erating his 
health in Florid-o, is the pat«;ntee.

Thinking that a description of our 
brief but very enjoyable visit to our 
mute friends in the western part of 
this Stale would not be iininlereHtiiig 
to at least a portion of your numerous 
readers, we will venture to write of it. 
Obtaining a leave of absence for a 
few dttyp, two weeks ago, we made 
arrangements to make our friends in 
Otsego a visit, which we had promised 
quite a while ago, and had postponed 
on account of the pressure of business 
and sickness. Taking the eight o'clock 
P.M. train, Thar8<lay, Jan. 2'lth, it was 
not until two o'clock in the morning 
when we found ourselves in Grand R'vp 
ids, though only about 60 miles away 
from our starting point. For a few miles 
before reaching Grand Rapids, the 
train, wtiich ha<l gone all well, consid- 
ering the severity of the weather that 
night, began to slacken its speed, and 
make such a noise as though half a 
dozen bass drums were attached to 
the bottom of the car and as many 
men beating them.

Wo Boon learned that the mute 
population of that town had been in- 
and Mrs. Geo. W. 
Hayes having secured a 
place in a printing oflicc with his 
brother Frank. We whilod away 
Sunday at Mr. Popendick's in a quiet 
manner, talking over our old school 
days, etc. 

Mr. Popendick has a steady place in 
a first class custom shoe-shop, and is 
making very good wages. Some time 
ago, he bought a house and lot, and 
his wife is now a happy mistress. 

The two Hayes brothers are doing 
fairly. 

Early Monday morning found our- 
selves back at Otsego, where we staid 
until five o'clock in the afternoon, 
when we had to board the train for 
Grand Rapidfl, my leave of absence 
about being up and myself having to 
resume my duties in the printing office 
the next morning. 

Mr. White seems to be taking life 
<piito easy, living on the interest of 
tlie money willed him by his father. 
He and his wife are blessed with a 
two year old bright hearing twy, who 
is now learning the signs of a few 
near objects. 

Mr. and Mrs. Lewis are living with 
Mr. Lewis' folks on a farm of 120 
acres, and seem to be enjoying their 
wedded lives. They are talking of 
buying 40 acres of land, to make it an 
80 acre farm, the other 40 acres hav- 
ing been presented to Mr. Lewis on 
his 2l8t birthday, by his father, and 
then go to housekeeping in the 
spring.

By 
tho aid of this aipliabol, those who 
have lo.st tlioir lioaring but reliiin 
tlioir spoocli, iiro soon able to road 
spoken words by scoing the inovo- 
meiits of tho lips. A young lady 
from Saratoga, a former i)iii)il, writes, 
in a letter : " Many snmrt and iii- 
tolligont people think I have boon re- 
stored to my hearing. Is that not 
funny?" At tho present tinio thoro 
is in school a young man — .i iicphow 
of the lato Asa I'ackor, of I'eiinsylania 
— who lost his lioaring sovoii or 
eight years ago, wlion he was about 
twenty years of ago. Although this 
gentleman has boon under instruction 
loss than sovoii weeks, ho can already 
understand his friends when they talk 
slowly and arlicnlato plainly, anil can 
talk with and undorHtaiid his teachers 
in ordinary coiivorsation almost as well 
as ho could had his hearing been re- 
stored. A lady camo from Iowa to 
this school with her only child, and 
boarded in tho family until she had 
learned tho system of instruction in 
articulation and lip-reading. Al- 
though this mother ])o8S088cd an un- 
commonly musical voice, with a pas- 
sion for singing, yet she had not raised 
a note in song since her child lost his 
hearing several years before by scarlet 
fovor; when she again hoard iior little 
girl talking, and saw Iier able to uii- 
dorstainl spoken words by sight, she 
was so liajipy sho was singing almost 
constantly. 

By combining the sonsoa of sight 
and toucdi, tho sonso of hearing seems 
to bo bridged over. Thccyo is taught 
to do double duty of sij^ht and hearing. 
Although this system is iia jet but lit- 
tle known, it is growing in favor, and 
is destined to bocomo ono of tho great- 
est blessings of tho ago, — Connertuul,
